The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on 7th August, 1992 : 


BILL No . 130 OF 1992 


A Bill to provide for the establishment and incorporation of a University , for 

the North -Eastern region for the development of agriculture and 
for the furtherance of the advancement of learning and prosecutioit 
of research in agriculture and allied sciences in that region . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty - third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Contral Agricultural University 
Act, 1992 .

2 . In this Act, and in all Statutes made hereunder , unless the context 
otherwise requires -- 

( a ) “ Academic Council" means the Academic Council of the 
University ;

(j ) " extension education " means the educational activities 
concerned with the training of orchardists , farmers and other groups 
serving agriculture , horticulture , fisheries and improved practices 
related thereto and the various phases of scientific lechnology 
related to agriculture and agricultural production including post 
harvest technology and marketing ; 


(k ) " Faculty " means Facully of the University ;

( 3 ) The first Chancellor and the first Vice -Chancellor and the first 
members of the Board , the Academic Council and all persons who may 
hereafter become such officers or members, so long as they continue to 
hold such office or membership are hertby constituted a body corpo 
rate by the name of the Central Agricultural University .

(d ) to undertake such other activities as it may , from time to 
time, determine .

and sufficient cause ;

6 . (1) The jurisdiction and responsibility of the University with res 
pect to teaching, research and programmes of extension education at the 
University level, in the field of agriculture shall extend to the States of 
Arunachal Pradesh , Manipur Meghalaya, Mizoram Sikkim and Tripura , 
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( 2 ) All colleges , regasren and experimental stations or other institu 
tions coming under the jurisdiction and authority of the University shall 
be its constituent units under the full management and control of its 
officers and authorities and no such units shall be recognised as affiliat 
ed units . 


(3 ) The University may assume responsibility for the training of 
field extension workers and others and may develop such training cen 
tres as may be required in various parts of the States under its jurisdic 
tion . 


7 . The University shall be open to persons of either sex and of 
whatever caste , creed , race or class, and it shall not be lawful for the 
University to adopt or impose on any person , any test whatsoever of re 
ligious belief or profession in order to entitle him to be appointed as a 
teacher of the University or to hold any other office therein or be ad 
mitted as a student in the University or to graduate thereat or to enjoy 
or exercise any privilege thereof :

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to prevent the 
University from making special provisions for the employment or ad 
mission of women , handicapped or of persons belonging to the weaker 
sections of the society and in particular , of the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes .

. 8 . (1 ) The President of India shall be the Visitor of the University . 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -sections (3 ) and (4 ) , the Visitor 
shall have the right to cause an inspection to be made , by such per 
son or persons as the may direct, of the University , its buildings, labo 
ratories, libraries , museums, workshops and equipments , and of any in 
stitution or college and also of the examination , instruction and other 
work conducted or done by the University , and to cause an inquiry to 
be made in like manner in respect of any matter connected with the 
administration and finances of the University . 

(3 ) The Visitor shall , in every case , give notice to the University 
of his intention to cause an inspection or inquiry to be made and the 
University shall , on receipt of such notice, have the right to make, within 
thirty days from the date of receipt of the notice or such other period as 
the Visitor may determine, such representations to him as it may con 
sider necessary . 


(4 ) After considering the representations , if any, made by the Uni 
versity , the Visitor may cause to be made such inspection or inquiry as 
is referred to in sub - section (2 ) 


( 5 ) Where an inspection or inquiry has been caused to be made by 
the Visitor , the University shall be entitled to appoint a representative 
who shall have the right to appear in person and to be heard on such 
inspection or inquiry . 


(6 ) The Visitor may address the Vice - Chancellor with reference to 
the results of such inspection or inquiry together with such views and 
advice with regard to the action to be taken thereon as the Visitor may 
be pleased to offer and on receipt of the address made by the Visitor, 
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the Vice - Chancellor shall communicate forthwith to the Board the re 
sults of the inspection or inquiry and the views of the Visitor and the 
Advice tendered by him upon the action to be taken thereon . 

(7) The Board shall communicate through the Vice -Chancellor to 
the Visitor such action , if any, as it proposes to take or has been taken 
by it upon the results of such inspection or inquiry . 

(8 ) Where ihe Board does 1101. within a reasonable time, take action 
to the satisfaction of the Visitor, the Visitor may , after considering any 
explanation furnished or representation made by the Board , issue such 
directions as he may think lil and the Board shall he bound to comply 
with such directions . 

( 9) Wilhoul prejudice lo llle foregoing provisions of this scètion , the 
Visitor may, by an order in writing , annul any proceeding of the Uni 
versity which is not in conformity with this Act, the Statutes or the 
Ordinances : 


Provided that before making any such order, he shall call upon the 
University lo show calise why such an order should not he inade und , 
if any cause is shown within a reasonable time, he shall consider the 
game. 


(10 ) The Visitor shall have such other powers as may be specifled 
by the Statutes .

of all the authorities of the University . 
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(3 ) The Vice -Chancellor may , if he is of opinion that immediate 
action is necessary on any matter, exercise any power conferred on any 
authority of the University by or under this Act and shall report to 
such authority the action taken by him on such matter : 


Provided that if the authority concerned is of opinion that such 
uction ought not to have been taken , it may refer the matter to the 
Visitor whose decision thereon shall be final: 


Provided further that any person in the service of the University 
wlio is uggrieved by the action taken by the Vicc -Chancellor under this 
sub -section shall have the right to appeal against such action to the 
Board within three months from the date on which decision on such 
action is communicated to him and thereupon the Board may confirm , 
modity or reverse the action taken by ihe Vice Chancellor , 


(4 ) The Vice - Chancellor , if he is of opinion that any decision of 
any authority of the University is beyond the powers of the authority 
conferred by the provisions of this Act, the Statutes or the Ordinances 
or that any decision taken is not in the interest of the University , may 
ask the authority concerned to review its decision within sixty days of 
such decision and if the authority refuses to review the decision either 
in whole or in part or no decision is taken by it within the said period 
of sixty days , the inatter shall be referred to the Visitor whose decision 
thereon shall be Inal. 


(5 ) Tlie Vice -Chancellor shall exercise such other powers and per 
form such other duties as may be prescribed by the Statutes or the 
Ordinances .

Provided that the Board shall not make, amend or repeal any Statute 
affecting the status, powers or constitution of any authority of the Uni 
versity until such authority has been given an opportunity of expres 
sing an opinion in writing on the proposed changes, and any opinion so 
expressed shall be considered by the Board . 


( 3) Every Statute or any amendment or repeal of a Statute shall 
require the assent of the Visitor who may assent thereto or withhold 
assent therefrom or remit it to the Board for consideration . 


(4 ) A Statute or a Statute amending or repealing an existing 
Statute shall have no validity unless it has been assented to by the 
Visitor 


(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing sub -sec 
tions, the Visitor may amend or repeal the Statutes referred to in sub 
section ( 1) , during the period of three years immediately after the com 
mencement of this Act . 


(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing sub -sec 
tions, the Visitor may direct the University to make provisions in the 
Statutes in respect of any matter specified by him and if the Board is 
unable to implement such direction within sixty days of its receipt, the 
Visitor may , after considering the reasons, if any, communicated by the 
Board for its inability to comply with such direction , make or amend the 
Statutes suitably .

27 . ( 1) Subject to the provisions of this Act and the Statutes, the 
Ordinances may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely : 


(a ) the admission of students to the University and their enrol 
ment as such ;

(c ) the medium of instruction and examination ;

(g ) the conduct of examinations, including the term of office 
and manner of appointment and the duties of examining bodies, exa 
miners and moderators ; 

(h ) the conditions of residence of the students ; 

(i) the special arrangements , if any , which may be made for the 
residence , discipline and teaching of women students and the pres 
cribing of special courses of studies for them ; 

(i) the appointment and emoluments of employees other than 
those for whom provision has been made in the Statutes ; 

( k ) the establishment of special centres, specialized laboratories 
and other committees ; 

(1) the manner of co -operation and collaboration with other 
Universities and authorities including learned bodies or associa 
tions ; 

(m ) the creation , composition and functions of any other body 
which is considered necessary for improving the academic life of the 
University ; 

(n ) such other terms and conditions of service of teachers and 
other academic staff as are not prescribed by the Statutes ; 

( 0 ) the management of colleges and institutions established 
by the University ; 

(p ) the setting up of a machinery for redressal of grievances of 
employees ; and 

(q ) all other matters which by this Act or the Statutes may 
be provided for by the Ordinances , 

(2 ) The first Ordinances shall be made by the Vice- Chancellor with 
the previous approval of the Central Government and the Ordinances 
so made may be amended or repealed at any time by the Board in the 
manner prescribed by the Statutes . 

28 . The authorities of the University may make Regulations, consis- 
tent with this Act, the Statutes and the Ordinances for the conduct of 
their own business and that of the committees appointed by them and 
not provided for by this Act, the Statutes or the Ordinances in the 
manner prescribed by the Statutes .

29 . (1) The annual report of the University shall be prepared un 
der the direction of the Board , which shall include, among other matters, 
the steps taken by the University towards the fulfilment of its objects 
and shall be submitted to the Board on or after such date as may be 
prescribed by the Statutes and the Board shall consider the report in 
its annual meeting . 

(2 ) The Board shall submit the annual report to the Visitor along 
with its comments, if any . 

(3 ) A copy of the annual report as prepared under sub -section (1 ) , 
shall also be submitted to the Central Government which shall, as 
soon as may be, cause the same to be laid before both Houses of Parlia

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30 . ( 1) The annual accounts of the University shall be prepared 
under the directions of the Board and shall, once at least every year and 
at intervals of not more than fifteen months , be audited by the Comptrol 
ler and Auditor -General of India or by such persons as he may authorise 
in this behalf . 


(2 ) A copy of the annual accounts together with the audit report 
thereon shall be submitted to the Board and the Visitor along with 
the observations of the Board . 

( 3 ) Any observations made by the Visitor on the annual accounts 
shall be brought to the notice of the Board and the observations of 
the Board , if any, shall be submitted to the Visitor . 


(4 ) A copy of the annual accounts together with the audit report 
as submitted to the Visitor , shall also be submitted to the Central Gov 
ernment, which shall , as soon as may be, cause the same to be laid 
before both Houses of Parliament. 


( 5 ) The audited annual accounts after having been laid before both 
Houses of Parliament shall be published in the Official Gazette .

31. (1 ) Every employee of the University shall be appointed under 
a written contract, which shall be lodged with the University and a 
copy of which shall be furnished to the employee concerned . 


(2) Any dispute arising out of the contract between the Univer 
sity and any employee shall, at the request of the employee, be refer 
red to a Tribunal of Arbitration consisting of one member appointed 
by the Board , one member nominated by the employee concerned and 
an umpire appointed by the Visitor . 


(3 ) The decision of the Tribunal shall be final, and no suit shall lie 
in any civil court in respect of the matters decided by the Tribunal .

(4 ) Every request made by the employee under sub -section (2 ) 
shall be deemed to be a submission to arbitration upon the terms of 
this section within the meaning of the Arbitration Act, 1940 .

32 . (1 ) Any student or candidate for an examination whose name 
has been removed from the rolls of the University by the orders or 
resolution of the Vice- Chancellor , Discipline Committee or Examina 
tion Committee , as the case may be , and who has been debarred from 
appearing at the examinations of the University for more than one 
year, may , within ten days of the date of receipt of such orders or copy 
of such resolution by him , appeal to the Board and the Board may 
confirm , modify or reverse the decision of the Vice - Chancellor or the 
Committee , as the case may be .

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33 . Every employee or student of the University or of a college 
or instiiution muinta ned by the Univi Isity shall , notwithstanding any 
thing contained in this Act, have a right to appeal, within such time as 
may be prescribed by the Statutes , to the Board against the decision of 
any officer or authority of the University or any college or an institu 
tion , as the case may be, and thereupon the Board may confirm , modify 
or reverse the decision appealed against .

21. (1) The qualifications of recognised teachers shall be such as may 
to prescribed by thic Ordinances .

25. ( 1) Whenever , in accordance with the Statutes , any person is to

length of continuous service of such person in his grade and , in accordance 
with such other principles as the Board may, from time to time, prcscribe, 


( 2 ) It shall be the duty of the Registrar to prepare and maintain , in 
respect of each class of persons to whom the provisions of these Statutes 
apply , a complete and up -to -date seniority list in accordance with the provi 
sions of clause ( 1 ). 


( 3 ) If two or more persons have equal length of continuous service in 
a particular grade or the relative seniority of any person or persons is other 
wise in doubt, the Registrar may , on his own motion and shall, at the request 
of any such person , submit the matter to the Bourl whose decision thereon 
shall be final.

26 . ( 1 ) Where there is an allegation of misconduct against a teacher, 
a member of the academic staff or other employer of the University . the

(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions of this 
Statutc, a teacher, member of the academic staff or other employee may

(a ) if he is a permanent employee , only after giving three months 
notice in writing to the Board or the appointing authority, as the case 
may be , or hy paying three month s salary in lieu thercof;

Maintenance of discipline among students of the University 


29 . (1 ) All powers relating to discipling and disciplinary action in rela 
tion to students of the University shall vest in the Vice -Chancellor.

( 2 ) The Vice - Chancellor may cl :legate all or any of his powers 
deems proper to such oflicers as he inay specify in this behalf. 


( 3 ) Without prejudice to the generality of his powers relating to the 
inaintenance of discipline and taking such action , as may seem to him appro 
priatc for the maintenance of discipline, the Vice - Chancellor inay, in exerciso 
of his powers, by order, direct that any student or students be expelled, or 
rusticated , for a specified period, or be not admitted to a course or courses 
of study in a college, institution or Department of the University for a stated 
period , or be punished with fine for an amount to be specified in the order , 
or be debarred from taking an examination or “ xaminations conducted by 
the University, college, institution or Department for one or more years, of 
that the results of the student or students concen .cd in the examination or 
examinations in which he or they have appeared be cancelled , 


( 4 ) The Deans of colleges, institutions and Heads of teaching Depart 
ments in the University shall have the authority to exercise all such discipli 
nary powers over the students in their respective colleges, institutions and 
teaching Dopartments in the University as may be necessary for the proper 
conduct of such colleges, institutions and teaching in the Departments . 


(5 ) Without prejudice to the powers of the Vice -Chancellor , the Deans 
and other persons sp -cified in clause (4 ), detailed rules of discipline and 
proper conduct shall be made by the University . The Deans of colleges, 
institutions and Heads of teaching Departments in the University may also 
make the supplementary rules as they deem nccessary for the aforesaid 
purposes . 
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(6 ) At the time of admission , every student shall be required to sign 
a declaration to the effect that be submits himself to the disciplinary juris 
diction of the Vice - Chancellor and other authoritics of the University , 


Maintenance of discipline among students of colleges, etc . 

30 . All powers relating to discipline and disciplinary action in relation 
to students of a college or an institution maintained by the University , shall 
vest in the Dean of the college or institution , as the case niay be, in accord 
ance with the procedure prescribed by the Ordinances. 


Advisory Committee 

31. Every college or institution maintained by the University shall have 
an Advisory Committee consisting of not more than fifteen persons which 
shall consist of, among others , three teachers including the Dean of the college 
or institution , and two teachers of the University nominated by the Board . 


Convocations 

32 . Convocations of the University for the conferring of degrees or for 
other purposes shall be held in such manner as may be prescribed by the 
Ordinancos 


-Acting Chairman 


33 . When no provision is made for a Chairman to preside over a me 
eting of any authority of the University or any committee of such 
authority or when the Chairman so provided for is absent, the rnen 
bers present shall elect one from among themselves to preside at such 
meeting. 


Resignation 

34 . Any member, other than wn ex officio member of the Board , Acade 
mic Council or any other authority of the University or any committees of 
such authority may resign by letter addressed to the Registrar and the 
resignation shall take effect as soon as such letter is received by the 
Registrar , 


Disqualifications 


35 . ( 1 ) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as , and for 
being, a member of any of the authorities of the University , 


(i) if he is of unsound mind ; 
( ii) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 


( iii ) if he has been convictod by a court of law of an offence involv 
ing moral turpitude and sentenced in respect thereof to imprisonment for 
a period of not less than six months. 


( 2 ) If any question arises as to whether a person is or had been subjected 
to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause ( 1 ) , the question shall be 
referred to the Visitor and his decision thereon shall be final and no suit or 
other proceeding shall lie in any civil court against such decision . 
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Residence condition for membership and office 


36 . Notwithstanding anything contained in the Statutes, a person 
not ordinarily resident in India shall be eligible to be an officer 
University or a member of any authority of the University .

37 . Notwithstanding anything contained in the Statutes, a person who 
holds any post in the University or is a member of any authority of the 
University in his capacity as a member of a particular authority or as the 
holder of a particular appointment shall hold such üflice or membership only 
for so long as he continues to be a member of that particular authority or 
the holder of that particular appointment, is the case may he . 


Alumni Association 


38. ( 7) There shall he an Alumni Association for the University. 


( 3 ) The subscription for membership of the Alumni Association shall 
be prescribed by the Ordinances . 


( 3 ) No member of the Alumni Association shall be entitled to vote or 
stand for election unless he has been a member of the Association for at least 
une year prior to the date of the election and is a degree holder of the 
University of at least five years standing: 


Provided that the condition relating to the completion of one year s mem 
bership shall not apply in the case of the first election . 


Students Council 

39 . ( 1) There shall be constituted in the University . a Students 
Counci] for every academic year, consisting of 

(1) the Director instruction who shall be the Chairman of the Students 
Council ; 


(ii) all students who have won prizes in the previous academic year 
in the fields of studies, fine arts , sports and extension work ; 


( iii) twenty students to be nominated by the Academic Council on 
the basis of merit in studies, sports, activities and all -round develop 
ment of personallty ; 


Provided that any student of the University shall have the right to bring 
up any matter concerning the University before the Studenta Council if so 
permitted by the Chairman , and he shall have the right to participate in the 
discussions at any meeting when the matter is taken up for consideration . 


( 2 ) The functions of the Students Council shall be to make suggestions 
to the appropriate authorities of the University in regard to the programmes 
of studies, students welfare and other matters of importance in regard to the 
working of the University in general and such sugestions shall be made on 
the basis of consensus of opinion . 


( 3 ) The Students Council shall meet at least once in an academic

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Ordinances how made 


40 . ( 1) The first Ordinances made under sub -section (2 ) of section 27 
may be amended or repealed at any time by the Board in the manner 
specified below . 


( 2 ) No Ordinance in respect of the inatters enumerated in section 27 , 
other than those cnumerated in clause (n ) of sub -section ( 1 ) thereof, shall 
be made by the Board unless a draft of such Ordinance has been proposed 
by the Academic Council . 


(3 ) The Board shall not have power to amend any draft of any Or 
dinance proposed by the Academic Council under clause ( 2 ) , but may 
reject the proposal or return the draft to the Academic Council for 
reconsideration , either in whole or in part, together with any amend 
ment which the Board may suggest . 


( 4 ) Where the Board has rejected or returned the draft of an Ordinance 
proposed by the Academic Council , the Academic Council may consider the 
question afresh and in case the original draft is reaffirmed by a majority 
of not less than two-thirds of the members present and voting and more 
than half the total number of members of the Academic Council , the draft 
may be sent back to the Board which shall either adopt it or refer it to the 
Visitor whose decision shall be final.. 


(5 ) Every Ordinance made by the Board shall come into effect immediately . 


(6 ) Every Ordinance made by the Board shall be submitted to the 
Visitor within two weeks from the date of its adoption . The Visitor shall 
have the power to direct the University within four weeks of the receipt of 
the Ordinance to suspend the operation of any such Ordinance and he shall , 
as soon as possible , inform the Board about his objection to the proposed 
Ordinance . The Visitor may , after receiving the comments of the University, 
either withdraw the order suspending the Ordinance or disallow the Ordinance , 
and his decision shall be final. 


Regulations 

41. ( 1) The authorities of the University may make Regulations consis 
tent with the Act, the Statutes and the Ordinances for the following 
matters , namely : -- - 


(i) laying down the procedure to be observed at their meetings and 
the number of members required to form a quorum ; 


( ii ) providing for all matters which are required by the Act, the 
Statutes or the Ordinances to be prescribed by Regulations ; 


(iii) providing for all other matters concerning such authorities 
or committees appointed by them and not provided for by the Act, the 
Statutes or the Ordinances , 


( 2 ) Every authority of the University shall make Regulations providing 
for the giving of notice to the members of such amhority of the dates of 
meeting and of the business to be considered at meetings and for the keeping 
of a record of the proceedings of meetings. 
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( 3 ) The Board may direct the amendment in such manner as it may 
specify, of any Regulation made under the Statutes or the annulment of any 
such Regulation, 


Delegation of powers 


42 . Subject to the provisions of the Act and the Statutes, any officer 
or authority of the University may delegate his or its powers to any other 
officer or authority or person under his or its respective control and subject 
to the condition that overall responsibility for the exercise of the powers so 
delegated shall contique to vest in the officer or authority clelegating such 
powers . 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Since the establishment of the first Agricultural University at Pantnagar 
in Uttar Pradesh , all the States cxcept eight have established Agricultural 
Universitics . Though each State was encouraged to set up an Agricultural 
University , the size and population of States in North - Eastern Region do not 
warrant a separate Agricultural University for each State in that Region , 


2 . The manpower requirement by 2000 AD for all North - Eastern States 
excluding Assam is estimated to be 500 agricultural graduates and 300 cach 
in other areas of specialisation as horticulture , forestry , animal production , 
veterinary science, fishers, agricultural cngineering and home science . 


3 . The Indian Council of Agricultural Research had appointed a Com 
mittee under the National Agricultural Research Project to study the agricul 
tural vast potential for agricultural development and , if tapped properly , could 
load to increased agricultural production and productivity which will ultimately 
lead to prosperity and well being of the people . 


4 . Based on economic and population considerations, poor production 
and productivity in the Region , the Committee had recommended for estab 
lisbient of a Central Agricultural University for that Region to be fully 
funded and technically supported by the Indian Council of Agricultural Research , 


5. With the establishment of the Central Agricultural University , a long 
and cherished desire of the people in the region will be fulfilled for the fur 
thorance of the advancement of learning and prosecution of the research in 
agriculture and allied sciences in that Region , 


6 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objectives ,

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 of the Bill provides for the establishment of the Central 
Agricultural University at Imphal in Manipur. The total estimated expenditure 
on the establishment of the Central Agricultural University would be appro 
ximately Rs. 64 .30 crores . A major part of this expenditure is likely to be 
incurred during the Eighth Plan period . The balance amount would spill over 
into the subsequent Plans, 


2. The above mentioned expenditure will be met by the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research from its plan allocation , 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 26 of the Bill provides for the first Statutes as specified in the 
Schedule to the Bill . It also empowers the Board to make , amend or repeal 
the Statutes of the University subject to the essent of the Visitor . Sub - clause (5 ) 
of the aforesaid clause empowers the Visitor to amend or rcpeal the Statules of 
the University during the period of three years immediately after the commence 
ment of the Act. Sub - clause (6 ) of the said clausc empowers the Visitor to direct 
the University to make provisions in the Statutes in respect of any matter spe 
cified by him and if the Board is unable , to implement such directions within 
sixty days of its receipt, the Visitor may after considering the request, if any , 
communicated by the Board for its inability to comply with such directions, 
make or amend or repeal the Statutes. 

2. The matters in respect of which the Board and the Visitor may make , 
amend or repeal Statutes include the constitution powers and functions of 
the authorities of the University , the appointment of officers and teachers 
of the University , the conditions of service of the employees of the Uni 
versity and matters connected therewith . 


3 . Clause 27 ( 2 ) of the Bill empowers the Vice - Chancellor to make the 
first Ordinances of the University with the previous approval of the Central 
Government. It also provides that the Ordinances so made may be amended 
or repealed at any time by the Board in the manner prescribed by the Statutes . 
The Ordinances may also be made , amended or repealed in respect of matters 
relating to admission of students, courses of study , medium of instruction and 
examination . Board of Studies , special centres, specialised laboratories and the 
manner of cooperation and collaboration with other Universities and authori 
ties, the management of colleges and institutions establired by the University 
and such other matters. 

4 . Clause 28 of the Bill enables the authorities of the University to make 
Regulations consistent with the provisions of the Act . 

5 . The matters for which Statutes, Ordinances or Regulations may be 
made relate to matters of procedure. Every Statute , Ordinance and Re 
gulation is required to be laid before each House of Parliament, The 
delegation of legislative power is therefore of a normal character.
